GERMANS OF NEW YORK. 


THEY ARE STRONG FOR GARFIELD.

Orrawa, July 7.—An order-in-Council, regu- 
lating the importatton of grain in bond, is said 
to declare that, in the event of grain being sold 
in Canada, it must be destroyed should the pro- 
ceeds of the sale not cover the customs- 
duty.

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IMPORTANT DECISION. 


The Suft by the Hon. Green B. Raum 
and Others Against the Cairo & Vin- 
ecennes Railroad Company An In- 
portant Point Determined. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribwne, 
Wasninoron, D. C., July 7.—The decision ren- 
dered by Judges Drummond and Treat in the 

United States Circuit Court at Springfield, III., 

on the 28th ult.,in the case of Green B. Raum 

and John W. Mitchell vs. The Cairo & Vincennes 

Railroad Company and J. W. Drexel and Charles 

E. Tracy. Receivers, determined a point of creat 

importance to persons connected with railroad 

companies, and the principle involved deserves 
to be widely known. In 1873 Raum and Mitchell 
became sureties for the Railroad Company at 
the request of Gen. Burnside, its President 
upon an appeal bond in a Fase which was taken 
to the Supreme 2 ot illinois. Whiie®he 
case was pendigg per ty of the Company 
was placed in the — sot Receivers, by orders 
of the Circuit Court of the United States: The 
Supreme Court of Llinois affirmed the judg- 
ment against the 2 
Morgan had 


In tbe meantim errepont 
been eleeted —.— of the road. He, on be- 
half of the Company, declined to pay the debt. 
Messrs. Drexel and Tracy, Trustees for the bond- 
holders, * ny tor see it paid,and J. 
S. Morgan, of —— principal owner of the 
stock and 1 of the Company, who had ver- 
gang; to see the judgment satisfied, 
finally neglected and refused todoso. Raum 
and Mitchell, as sureties on the bond, were final- 
ly compelled o pay the debt of the Company. 

It appears that at the time Raum and Mitchell 
became suretics the rolling-stock of the Compa- 
ny was unincaumbered, and could have been 
taken in execution. During the Receivership 
and before the payment of the debt by Raum 
and Mitchell the Company, by its President. the 
Trustees of the mortgage bondholders, J. S. Mor- 
aan as the representative of the bondholders, 
and the Receivers of the Company united in 
a petition to the Court for authority to the. 
Receivers to borrow money to pay es 
and mako permanent improvements, and to 
secure the payment of the same by a chattel 
mortgage on the rolling-stock. *The Court al- 
lowed this to be done, and at the end of the year 
the rolling-stock was sold for about one-fourth 
of its value to pay the loan, J. S. Morgan becom- 
ing the purchaser. Raum and Mitchell objected 
in Court to the execution of the mortgage and 
the order approving. the sale of the proper- 
ty, and filed a petition setting up all the fore- 
going facts, and praying for an order requiring 
the Keceivers to pay their debt. 

It also appears that about $125,000 of borrowed 
money and surplus earnings of the road have 
been put into permanent iinprovements. 

After five years’ delay the case came on for 
trial. Upon a statement of the facts, Judge 
Drummond unhesitatingly announced that be 
had held, and would continue to hold until 
his decision should be reversed by the 
Supreme Court of the United States, that 
where a surety upon an appeal bond of a 
railroad company was compelled to pay the 
debt, the property of the Company being in the 
hands ot Receivers aud subject to the orders of 
his Court, he would require the payment of the 
debt asa preferred claim. It was insisted by 
the counsel for the Ratlroad Company that this 
debt of Raum and Mitchell was not a lien upon 
any of the property held by the Receivers, and 
therefore that it was unjust to give thein pref- 
erence over the first-mortgage bondholders. 

Judge Drummond replied that it was essential 
for the protection of the rights of a railroad 
8 its stockholders and bondholders, 
that it should have the power to litigate cases in 
the courts of final resort, and this right could 
only be secured by inducing persons who often 
were not interested in the property of the Com- 
pany to become sureties on the appeal bond, 
and he cited the case of “ Fosdick et al. vs. 
Schall’’ (00 U. S. Reports, 248).

It is generally conceded in European 
political circles that war between Turkey and 
Greece is inevitable, in which case the European 
Powers represented in the Berlin Conference 
cannot stand idly by. Mr. Goseben reports to 
his Government that Turkey will not carry out 
the decisions of the Conference without the in- 
tervention of armed force. Offices for the en- 
rollment of volunteers bave been opened 
throughout Turkey, the army is being put on a 
war footing, and war preparations generally are 
being pushed with great rapidity by the Turkish 
authorities. In the meantime Greece is not idle, 
but is-concentrating a large military force on 
the frontier and eurolling large numbers of vol- 
unteers, principally Thesealians and Epirotes. 
The general opinion is that the war will bring 
about the dissolution of Turkey, and the estab- 
lishment of several semi-independent principal- 

ities in its European possessions. 
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LAWRENCE R. JEROME, Jr., son of the 
weil- known New York banker, and Edward M.

Bevan &Co., of New York, were arrested yes- 
terday for having in their possession and fraud- 
uleatly obtaining $87,200 in stocks belonging to 
Brayton, Ives & Co., also of New York.

HANCOCK’S CANDIDACY AN ANACHRONISM 


One of the most striking views taken of. 


Hancock's nomination by the Democrats 16 
that advanced in a recent number of the 
Nation. The article in question speaks of 
Gen. Hancock in the highest terms as a gen- 
tleman and professional soldier, but main- 
tains that his nomination for President isa 
blunder, inasmuch as heis put forward for 
that office, not merely without previous ex- 


periencein public affairs and without any | 


special preparation for the high responsibili- 
ties pertaining to the office, but at the very 
time when the sentiment of the country, 
both Republican and Demoeratic, demands 
the most complete separation of the Govern- 
ment from military influences and military 
methods, and a full return to the peaceful 
and lawful habits of a well-founded Repub- 
lic. In brief, Hancock’s nomination is treat- 
ed as a political anachronism. It might have 
served the Democrats in 1868 or in 1872 as a 
means for soliciting popular confidence in 
the loyalty of their party, when the suspicion 
of disloyalty was the chief obstacle in its 
way, but it now encounters a popular dread 
of “militaryism,” which has always been 
professed by the Democrats, and has recently 
been shared bythe Republicans. The Nation 
elaborates this idea as follows: 


His nomination comes, too, just as the Repub- 
lican party bas finally discarded military ideas 
and military methods, and has nominated a man 
whose tame is almost whoully based on his career 
a3 an economist and legislator. And yet the Re- 
publican party has not hitherto stood for admin- 
istrative reform and legislative enterprise. 
has been essentially a war party. It bas to no 
small extent thrown discredit on peaceful agen- 
cies iu the work of renovation and pacification. 
It is the party which one would naturally expect 
to Cling to soldier government and strong - 
government. It is, therefore, more than sur- 
prising to find that no sooner has it returned to 
the paths of peace, and produced a candidate 


| whose triumphs bave beon almost all legislative, 


than the Democrats, the great friends of gov- 
croment by discussion aud persuasion, and of po- 
licemen as against soldiers, the great enemies of 
attempts to work on opision through the revi- 
val of war-memories and passions, should 
throw all their civilians aside, their lawyers, 
their stafesm en, their financiers, and appear on 
the scene with a Major-General in full uniform, 
and begin to tell us of the batties he fought, the 
guns and prisoners be took, and of the miidness 
and good sense with which he exercisedthe pow- 
ers of a military dictator over large bodies of 
the Amorican people half a generation ago. Of 
course the object of this ts wellknown. Itis 
meant te meet the suspicion of Democraticsym- 
pathy with the rebellious South; but it must be 
admitted that a great political party is in a bad 


way when it has no better mode than this of 


commending itself. in time of profound peace, 
tou public much sobered n experience 
of administrative and financial disorder, and 
reasonably anxious for a careful adaptation af 
the govermmental machine to the needs ot a 
rapidly increasing population and toa growing 
complexity of interests and responsibilities, both 
material and moral. 

This view of Ilancock's nomination at the 
present time is strengthened by the exclu- 
sive and absorbing characte? of his military 
career. He has never been anything buta 
soldier. He entered West Point as a boy. 
and has continued in the army ever since. 
If his few months’ experience as military 
commander of the district embracing Louisi- 
ana and Texas can be regarded in any sense 
as pertajuing to civil administration, then it 
illustrated Gen. Hancock’s subserviency to 
surrounding influences whenever he emerges 
from the dictatorial character of the mill- 
tary commander. As President of the United 
States he will either follow the habit of his 
life and issue his orders as summarily as if 
he were commanding an army, or if he 
this habit he will give himself 
up wholly to the Democratic politicians 
around him, whose first purpose will be to 
revolutionize the Civil Service upon the tradi- 
tional Democratic doctrine that the spoils 
belong to the victors. It would be difficult 
to determine which of these two courses 
would be the most detrimental to the inter- 
ests of the country. The Nation comments 
upon this feature of the case in the follow- 
ing terms: . 

Henecock has just as little political experience 
as Gen. Grant had, and is considerably older 
than Gen. Grant wag when the latter was elected 
to the Presidenay. He would probably make a 
more discreet use of“ troops at the South, but 
there are no troops to useat the South any 
longer. He would be beset at Washington by 

roblems more serious than those which beset 

ren, Grant, and there is no reason to be found 
in his experience or pursuits or studies for sup- 
posing he would be any more competent to deal 
with them. There is every justification for be- 
lieving that he would pass very rapidly, as Gen. 
Grant did, into the handsuf a Group“ or “Syn- 
dicate, who would undertake to deliver him from 
the “theorists” and “idenlists,”’ and show him how 
earthly governinents have in the present condi- 
tien of human nature to be curried on. It 
woutd not be the old Pe which carried 
Gen. Grant through his difficulties, but does any 
reflecting man who Knows anything of the raling 
influences in the Democratic party suppose it 
would be any better? Cau any one think with- 
out alarm of the results of a “clean sweep” in 
the Administration effected under its auspices? 
Would it be any consolation for us to know after 
Gen. Haneock bud surrendered himself to its 
guidance that be had held the cemetery at 
Gettysburg r 

As a matter of fact, Gen. Hancock has not 
enjoyed anything like so much political ex- 
perience as Gen. Grant had at the ume he 
was elected President. Grant had gone out 
of the army while still a young man, and 
during many years had been associated with 
civilians in business and social intercourse. 
He could not fail during that period to ac 
quire many views of government and civilian 
life not common to the regular-army officers. 
When he returned to the army it was at the 
opening of the War of the Rebellion as a 
citizen soldier. During the closing years of 
the Warhe was in chief command of the 
armies, and naturally exercised great dis- 
cretion in the earlier questions growing out 
of the conquest of the Rebellion. Before the 
expiration of Johnson's term, he became 
Actling-Secretary of War, and during his 
residence in Washington in this capacity he 
acquired an extensive knowledge of political 
methods and a large acquaintance with the 
leading men of the time. Hancock, on the 
other hand, bas always been a subordinate. 
Ile has never had an independent command. 
There has been no time when he was 
left at his own diseretion in civil or 


political affairs; even when he was 


in command at New Orleans. he was there as

an agent to carry out Johnson’s anti-recon- 


struction polley. he is a much older man 
—now verging on 60—than Grant was when 
the latter became President, and too old to 
throw off the life-long habits of the martinet 
for the new and onerous responsibilities of 
the Chief Magistrate of a nation of civilians 
and the leader of a political government. if 
Gen, Grant made one-half the mistakes in 
his civil administration that the Democrats 
charge upon him, what shall be expected of 
Gen. Hancock, who is more essentially a 
military officer and who has had infinitly 
less experience in civil affairs than Grant? 
If the Republicans, in deference to the anti- 
military sentiment of the time, declined to 
nominate the great hero of the War, with all 
his popular qualities, what reasonable hope 
have the Democrats to place themselves in 
sympathy with the people under the leader- 
ship of a professional military man, whose 
career is obseure by compari on?

“ HE IRISH REPUBLICANS. 

A convention of Irish-American Repub- 
licans is to be held in Indianapolis on the 
14th of this month. It ought to be attended 
largely by Irish-American citizens who have 
hitherto been in the habit of voting the Dem- 
ocratic ticket simply as a matter of course. 
Such persons will be convinced by the words 
of their own countrymen that there is no 
natural or national affinity between the Dem- 
ocratic party and Irish-born citizens, and 
they will hear a good many excellent reasons 
why the Irish vote should be divided between 
the different political parties just as the 
strictly American and the German-American 
vote is divided. Both the political and the 
material interests of the Irish-American pop- 
ulation would be promoted by such a divis- 


ion. 

There is no more loyal representative of 
the Irish people and the Catholic Church in 
this country than the New York Tablet, and 
the Tablet takes much the same view of this 
matter that has been advanced from time to 
time by Tux Trirpung. We print in another 
column this morning an article from a recent 
issue of the Tablet, in which the approach- 
ing Indianapolis Convention is commended 
to the attention of Irishmen of ail political 
complexions. This article seizes upon the 
important point that the Irish support of the 
Democratic party is regarded asso secure that 


' Irishmen do not recefve from that party the 


consideration to which their numbers entitle 
them. The recognition of Irish-born citizens 
in the distribution of obecure local 
offices ds attributed to simple party 
necessity, because the Irish vote con- 
stitutes the majority in most of 
the cities and towns which the Democrats 
control. But it is notea that the Democratic 
party persistently discriminates against the 
Irish and the Catholics in nominations for 
the high places. Kernan, an American of 
Irish descent, lost 60,000 Democratic votes 
when he was a candidate for /Governor of 
New York, and the Tablet is of the opinion 
that Charles O’Conor or any other eminent 
representative of the Irish Catholics could 
not to-day be elected Mayor of New York 
City on the Democratic ticket, notwithstand- 
ing the Irish votes furnish the Democrats 
with their usual majority in that city. Per 
contra, the Tablet points to many conspicu- 
ous instances in which representatives of 
the Irish-American citizens (including Gen. 
Arthur, the Republican candidate for Vice- 
President) have been awarded high places by 
the Republicans in keeping with their merits. 

There is no question but the political in- 
fluence of the Irish citizens would be meas- 
urably increased if they were independent 
voters like the Germans, who are mainly Re- 
publicans in some cities and mainly Demo- 
crats in others, and who always feel them- 
selves free to vote according to their individ- 
ual convictions and preferences at every elec- 
tion. But the Irish would also be gainers in 
other respects. They would, by dividing 
among parties, establish a closer relation 
with American citizenship, and thus help to 
remove many prejudices against their race 
and their religion. Their leading men would 


thus be enabled to take more influen- 


tial positions in public affairs; politics 
would no longer have any bearing 
upon their business relations; and their 
social status would be improved by a large 
circle of acquaintances and new associations. 
There is no more reason why au Lrishman 
should be universally regarded as a Demo- 
crat than there is why an American should 
be regarded as a Republican. In fact, the 
great bulk of the Irish population in this 
country lives in the North and in Republican 
States by choice; and if the Irish in large 
numbers should break away from the mere 


habit of voting the Democratic ticket they 


would discover closer tes of sympathy with 
the Republican party than they haveever 
had with the Democratic party. ' 
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IRISH RELIEF MEASURES. 

There are two measures pending in the En- 
glish Parliament, introduced since the ad- 
vent of the Liberal party to power, which if 
passed will tend materially to lessen the pre- 
vailing distress of Ireland. One of these pro- 
vides for a contribution of money; the other 
for compensation in certain cases of eviction. 
The first method, providing for immediate 
relief, was brought to the attention of the 
House by Mr. Parnell, who offered a bill 
appropriating $1,000,000 from the Irish 
Chureh Fund. This fund, whichis a surplus 
remaining after the disestablishnent of the 
Irish Church, has always been considered as 
a fund to bedrawn upon to relieve suffering in 
Ireland, but the opposition of the Tories has 
always prevented such a disposition of it. 
Nor do the Liberals appear disposed to use 
it for such a purpose, and this improbability 
is so strong that Mr. Parnell recently moved 
an amendment to the Government Re- 
lief bill that the Commissioners of Pub- 
lic Works be authorized to advance 
$500,000 to the Board of Guardians for out- 
door relief in the needy districts of Ireland. 
As the Government accepted the amendment, 
it indicates that this amount will be voted, 
which will afford temporary relief when the 
distress is the greatest. 

The second measure, however, is much 
more important. The first only provides a 
temporary relief, and the appropriation will 
be speedily exhausted, but this looks to the 
future and in one sense invests a tenant with 
proprietary rights. ‘To appreciate its real 
force it is necessary to go back a little. 
During the last Liberal Administration, in 
1870, a bill fathered by Mr. Gladstone and 
Mr. Bright Was passed, giving. tenants the 
right to own and sell their improvements. 
The bill, however, was: not ‘obligatory in its 
provisions and was so loose in the matter of 
improvements that when landlords re- 
newed their leases they took advan- 
tage of the absence of obligation by re- 
fusing to make new leases unless the tenants 
would sign contracts not to claim the im- 
provements they had made. This made the 
bill inoperative, and produced universal dis- 
satisfaction among the tenants, since their 
contracts compelled them to give up all 
claim on their improyements. They were 
as completely in the clutches of the greedy, 
grasping landlords as they were before the 
bill passed. The present bill, known as 
the Compensation-for-Disturbance-in-Lreland 


bill, is mandatory in character and makes it | 


impossible for the landiords to seize upon im- 
provements or to acquire them without com- 
pensation. Hence the tenant is no longer at 
the mercy of the landlord in case of eviction,

by Ireland accept it because it makes evic- 
tion more difficult. Under the old regime, 
notwithstandhig the prospect of fine crops, 


the tenantry would have found themselves 


just as wretchedly off as ever at the begin- 
ning of the coming winter. The landlords 
would have seized every dollar they had 
earned for back rents. Unless everything 
they had produced was turned over, evic- 
tions would have been more numerous than 
ever before. Now, if a landlord proceeds to 
evict his tenants he must have the question 
of damages settled by arbitration, and if that 
be unsatisfactory hecan get out an injunc- 
tion and go before the County Court and 
have the question of damages settled by a 
jury. As the prospect of the awards by an 
Irish jury is not a-very flattering one to the 
landlords, the whole Tory element is fighting 
the bill with desperation, arid even some of 
the Liberal papers, like the London Specta- 
tor, only give it a feeble support. Still the 
prospect of disturbances during the coming 
fall and of distress during the winter is so 
certain, if evictions are enforced as they 
have deen, that the Government will un- 
doubtedly make an issue upon the bill and 
press it to its passage rather than take the 
responsibility of facing a continuation of the 
miserable condition of Ireland through an- 
other winter. Even if this bill should be 
passed it only brings relief in certain cases. 
The oppressive and unjust land laws lie at 
the bottom of Irish distress, and there can 
be no permanent remedy until the people 
are relieved from their hardship, The Com- 
pensation bill, however, is a step in that di- 
rection, and will relieve some tenants at least 
from the elutches of the cormorants now de- 
vouring all their substance.

WEAVER’S CANDIDACY... 

Mr. Weaver, the Greenback candidate for 
the Prepideney, is explaining to the country 
the expectations on which he builds his hopes 
for an election. In the first place, he expects 
to carry the States of Maine and Alabama, 
and possibly some other State, and thus, by 
dividing the Electoral vote, defeat an elec- 
tion of President by the people and force the 
election of President by the House of 
Representatives. In that event, he claims 
that the vote of the State of Indiana will be 
determined by the vote of De La Matyr, and 
will be given tohim. Under these circum- 
stances, he expects that eventually the South- 
ern States will all vote for him, and a suf- 
ficiency of the Northern States to give him 
the necessary twenty votes to elect him Pres- 
ident. 

Under the Constitution. no person can be 
voted for in the House unless he shall have 
obtained some Electoral votes. The ex- 
pectation that Maine and Alabama will at 
the November election vote for Weaver is 
about as reasonable as to expect that Iowa 
and Kentucky will do so, As Mr. Weaver 
must, however, carry some State, or at least 
have one Electoral vote, to entitle him to be 
voted for in the House, his chante for the 
Presidency is altogether too remote for 
serious consideration. Unless Weaver do 
get some Electoral vote or votes, then the 
election of Garfield or Hancock is inevitable, 
as there cannot be an equal division between 
two candidates of 369 votes; one or the other 
must have a majority, as in 1876, when the 
vote for Tilden and Hayes stood 185 to 184. 

Mr. Weaver is altogether too sanguine. 
Even in 1876, when Greenbackism was quite 
rampant, and had a large following in many 
States, Mr. Peter Cooper was never in the 
least danger of receiving an Electoral vote. 
In 1880 the popular vote for Mr. Weaver, as 
compared with that for Cooper in 1876, will 
show a most healthfal decline. In fact, 
taken in the aggregate, it will not be sur- 
prising should the popular vote this year for 
the Prohibition candidate equal that for the 
Greenback candidate. 

The Democrats and Greenbackers in Maine 
have united upon a single ticket for State 
officers, to be voted for at the September 
election, but they will have wholly inde- 
pendent tickets for President in No- 
vember. The Democrats of Maine will 
vote for Hancock and the Greenback- 
ers for Weaver, and, whateyer may de 
their united strength in September for 
Governor, their separation in November 
on President precludes all possibility of 
Weaver obtaining the vote of that State. 
Even in Se ptember the united Greenbackers 
and Democrats will be defeated by the Re- 
publicans. The attempt of the conspiracy of 
last year to steal the State cannot be repeated 
this year, with the whole people of Maine 
informed of the danger. If any persofhs have 
been deceived by Mr. Weaver’s confident pre- 
dictions as to the success of his party in any 
State, and of his own election to the Presi- 
dency by the House of Representatives, it 
is well to understand that the Greenback par- 
ty is weaker generally and specifically this 
year than it has been at any time since 1868, 
when the whole Democratic party was com- 
mitted to the Greenback policy, 


THERE seems to be a split among the 
Democrats of Virginia. Those known as 
the “ Readjusters”’ threaten to put a third 
Electoral ticket in the field. The declared 
purpose is that the proposed ticket shall be 
independent and unpledged, or, in other 
words, if elected, it would be free to cast the 
vote of the State for Garfield, Hancock, 
Weaver, or any other man, or to divide up 
the vote according to the individual prefer- 
ences of the Electors. The success of such 
a movement will probably make the Vir- 
ginia Electors the most prominent and influ- 
ential men in the country between the date 
of the popular vote and the meeting of the 
Electoral College, Such action with any 
considerable following would assure victory 
in most States to the party ordinarily in the 
minority. But in Virginia, about 50,000 
negroes are disfranchised by a constitutional 
amendment requiring the payment of a capi- 
tation tax as a prerequisit for voting, and it 
is said that there are 70,000 citizens in 
all who have not voted since 1876. Besides, 
itis more than likely that any independent 
Electoral ticket he Readjusters” may 
nominate will be pledged to Hancock and 
English, so that, in any case, the triangular 
fight will be confined to State and local of- 
fices. The success of the Readjusters”’ 
will give the Electoral vote to the Demo- 
cratic candidates for President and Vice- 
President as well as the success of the 
Bourbons, and the practical disfranchise- 
ment of the negroes will give the Repub- 
lican Electors but a poor show in any 


event.

The leading produce markets were more act- 
ive yesterday, and again stronger. Pork ad- 
vanced for the same reason as heretofore; it is 
believed to be hopelesiy cornered, and the 
shorts are trying to get out of it, in which laud- 
able endeavor they are assisted by the longs. 
Lard and meats were sustained by the strength 
in pork. The wheat market was somewhat ex- 
cited by the foreign reports of strength, which 
were understood to mean that the English crops 
were rated below the average. One dispatch, 
however, stated that the continental (French?) 
is turning out better than expected, and 
that the estimate of average yield is 
being raised in consequence. It did not 
seem that our market was much affected by 
home crop reports, but a part of the demand 
was on orders from Wisconsin and Minnesota, 
and private orders indicated fears of extensive 
damage by rust. A telegram from Lincoln, 
Neb., said “the bugs are taking the crop here.“ 
Other grain was firmer. We note a large de- 
crease in our grain stocks during last week, 
which, with light receipts here yesterday, made 
the feeling strong, especially in oats, the current 
supply of which was much less than the shipping 
demand. Shippers were taking corn freely. 
Mess pork closed 624%c higher, at $14.02%@14.05 
for August and $13.95@13.97% for September. 
Lard closed 7%c higher, at $6.87'4@6.90 seller 
August and $6.90@6.92% for September. Short 
ribs closed at $6.90 for August. Spring wheat 
closed % Oe higher, at 94, for July and Soc 
for August. Corn closed steady, at 35%c bid for 
July and 3%c for August. Oats closed higher 
for July at Ne, and August was steady at Bui. 
Rye was higher for future delivery, July closing 
at 60%@6lc. Barley was quiet at 78@80c seller 
September. Hogs were 5c higher, closing firm at 
$4.30@4.45 for light and $4.25@4.65 for heavy. 
Cattle were firm, with sales at $2.35@4.3. 

The demand for dry goods was only fair even 
for this time of year, when activity is not looked 
for. Prices continue in a more or less unsettled 
state. There was a good degree of activity in 
the grocery trade. Both country and city deal- 
ers are buying freely, and the daily sales reach 
a large aggregate. Prices ruled firm. They 
were unchanged. The scarcity of sugars was 
not as great as for some days previous, but the 
supply was not equal to the demand, and the 
market was as firm as before. Coffees re- 
mained firm, as did also rice, sirups, teas, etc. 
In the butter market there was continued ac- 
tivity, and prices remained strong. Cheese was 
active and higher. At the low figures of last 
week buyers stepped in and cleaned out the 
market, and since Friday last there has been 
an advance of leine. Yesterday’s quota- 
tions were 8%@9c for full cream, and 6%@7c 
for part skim. Dried fruits were dull, with 
lower quotations for currants, blackberries, and 
cherries. Fish remained as last quoted. There 
were no changes in oils, pig-iron, coal, and 
bagwing. 

Lumber was steady and in good demand. 
Orders are coming in freely from the country. 
and the local sales are fair. The receipts are 
large, but there seems to be room for every- 
thing that is offered. Wool was steady, and 
moderate sales were reported. The clip ap- 
pears to be moving slowly. Broom-corn is 
quoted weak, being dull, and the new crop is 
promising to be a good one. The better gradcs 
of hay were fair under a good demand for ship- 
ment, with moderate supplies. The Eastern crop 


is said to fall below the average, which makes 


the prospect good for an active shipping move- 
ment, from the West later in the season. The 
seed market was inactive and nominal. Hides 
were steady. Green fruits were lower, under 
heavy offerings of nearly all the home varieties.

Celebration of the Completion of the 
Franco-American Statue of 
Liberty. 


How the Work Has Been 
Carried Out from Its , 
Inception. 


AN IMPERIAL YACHT. 


DESCRIPTION OF THE CZAR'S NEW PLEASURE 
BOAT, THE LIVIDIA. 

GL AsdOw. July 7.—The Imperial yacht Livid- 
fa, the floating palace which has been built 
for the Czar of Russia by Messrs. John 
Elder 4 Co., on the Clyde, was success- 
fully launchea to-day in the presence of 
many thousands of spectators who lined the 
river banks and filled the immense stands which 
had been erected on each side of the vessel. 
Among those who occupied seats of the centre 
stand were the Grand Duke Alexis, representing 
the Russian navy; Admiral Popoff, the designer 
of the yacht; Prince Lobanoff, the Russian 
Ambassador: Capt. Gunlaeff, under whose su- 
perintendence the yacht has been built; and the 
Duchess of Hamilton, who took the place of the 
Duchess of Endinburg at the christening. After 
the religious ceremony, which was conducted by 
the Bishop of Smirnoff and the choir of the 
Greek Church in London, the vessel was 
sprinkled with holy water. The Duchess of 
Hamilton then broke a bottle of wine in the 
customary mapner, and the immense ship 
guided majestically into the water amid 
the cheers of the spectators. All 
the arrangements were admirable, 
and Mr. Pearce, who had charge of the affair, 
was congratulated by the Grand Duke on the 
successful launching of the yacht. At the 
luncheon which followed the ceremony the 
Grand Duke simply bowed his ac- 
knowl ents when his healfh was pro- 
posed, t afterward rose and said: 
“TI ask to be excused. I wish simply to say two 
words, and no more; 9 to you the 
health of her Grace the Duc of milton

In these days of raii- 
road competition, a railroad manager must pos- 
sess more than a knowledge of the mechanical 
operation of his road; he must have the sagacity 
to foster and stimulate business enterprises 
that will inure to the benefit of his road. He 
must secure to those dependent upon his lines 
of transportation equal fecilities and as low 
rates as their competitors receive on other 
roads at a similar distance from the lead- 
ing markets. By a broad policy of this charac- 
ter mapufacturing enterprises can be built 
up and ‘sustained, improving from year to year 
the railway property. The influence which long 
acquaintance gives, the familiarity with the 
business interests of a particular road, and the 
management which secures the entire confidence 
of the customers of that road, are not to be 
lightly estimated. Business men are conserva- 
tive, reluctant to see changes made in estab- 
lishments which have their confidence. Hence

THE READING COMPANIES. 

For the information of the creditors of the 
Reading Railroad and Coal Companies, who are 
naturally anxious to know the condition of the 
property in which they are interested,a pam- 
phlet has been published in London and Phil- 
adelphia, prepared by a writer who seems to 
have made a careful study of the operations of 
the suspended corporations. Incorporated in 
the pamphlet are some suggestive statistics, 
—— from che annual reports of the Read- 
ing Company, and going to show the disastrous 
consequences of the reckless policy pursued. in 
1869, before the road had undertaken the min- 
ing and iron operations which proved its 
ruin, the bonded debt was $7,819,- 
592.13, there was no floating debt 
and the net profits were (. N. 068.51. In 1868 
the bonded and floating debt of the Railroad 
Company, and the Coal and Iron Company under 
the same oy eee reached the enormous 
‘sum of #$98,903.417.74; the net profits were only 
83.25. 389. 7. and the annual interest was $6,106,- 
916.86. In addition to this enormous debt, the 
Railroad Company had guaranteed — and 
interest of over $8,000, the ndsof the 
associated Companies, and the interest on as 
much more, It is the general opinion that many 
millions of dollars must have been borrowed to 
pay * that yh — earned. It seems 
to be a question whether the proceedings 
taken last Thursday for a foreclosure of the 
general mo represent a bona fide inten- 
tion to wind up the Companies under a new Re- 
ceivership, or whether the suit is intended to 
bar interference from other quarters, and to 
keep matters under the control of the present 
Reccivership until the case has more clearly de- 
veloped.

THE SAHARA ROAD. 

The French scheme for a raiiroad across the 
great Desert of Sahara is likely to be carried 
out. A cable telegram announces that, the 
Budget Committee of the French Chambers has 
reported an appropriation of 750,000 francs for 
the surveysof a railway from Senegal to the 
Niger, in Western Africa, andacable from the 
Isle de Saint Louis to Cape Verd. 
The little French colony on the Senegal 
River, on the west coast of Africa, 
nas its principal town on the fortified 
island of St. Louis, opposit the mouth of the 
river. The settlement has not been a very pros- 
perous one, but it has served as a base for ex- 
ploring expeditions into the interior of the con- 
tinent, some of which have penetrated parts of 
the great Desert of Sahara hitherto unvisited, 
while others have reached the River Niger at 

ints heretofore unknown. The ultimate ob- 

ect of these expeditions is to establish a rail- 
road communication between Algeria and the 
vast region known asthe Soudan, with an ex- 
tension to Senegal on the western coast. A 
commission on the project was appointed by the 
French Government last year, and they began 
by sending out an armed expedition led by Col. 
Fiatters. Previously there had been several 
separate unarmed expeditions ted by M. Soleil- 
let. These two gentiomen have lately returned 
to Paris, and doubtless the appropriation men- 
tioned in the cable telegram is the. result of their 
reports to the Government.

TANNER’S TENTH. 


The New York Faster Begins His 


Tenth Day Without Food or Water— | 


Little Nervous, but Confident He 

II Compiete the Forty—Ne Desire 
for Water Now, 

Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New Tonk. July 7.—Dr. Tanner began the 
tenth day of his fast at noon to-day, and was 
apparently in better health than at any time 
since the first three of his trial. He was 
nervous and fidgetty, but the irritation and ex- 
citability which characterized him Tuesday were 
almost entirely absent. An admission fee of 2% 
cents was charged, and this kept away a class of 
people whom the Doctor desired to avoid. About 
300 persons, many of them ladies, visited the 
hall during the day, but none were allowed 
to intrude into the room occupied by 
the faster without special invitation. He passed 
much of bis time, when not reclining,in chat- 
ting pleasantly with his visitors, and when he 
found this exertion becoming annoying retired 
to his cot, where all could see him at a respect- 
able distance. Beyond the fact that the lines 
under the eyes are deepening, there is no indi- 
cation he is suffering pangs of hunger. He is 
not the emaciated man one would expect to see 
after a fast of nine days, and his step betrays 
no weakness of the . As the days of fasting 
increase, the frequency with which he rinses his 
month increases, and the record of the past 
twenty-four hours shows that he used water for 
that purpose on an average of once every half 
hour during his waking moments. This after- 
noon, in addition, he began to make use of wet 
towels, one of which was kept on his head while 
reclining and one held in each band. His bones 
were observed to be still liberally covered with 
flesh, and he declared that he felt no inconven- 
ience from hunger; he slept well, and was 

tting refreshed. The long — 7 — with 

The fasting 
man alternately tossed restlesiy on his couch, 
rinsed his mouth and walked the floor. When 
asked if he was not tortured by thirst, he replied 
that he had no desire to drink water. His in- 
clination that way had v ed after the first 
two or three days. Atn the end of the ninth 
day. his pulse registered 88 beats to the minute, 
was full but compressible, and his temperature 
98 3-10. At 6:15 his pulse showed 80 beats to the 
minute, and his temperature registered 97 5-10.

The 
doctors say it can fall to without da r to 
his life. „Müller, who watched with Tanner 
from 2 to 7 p. m., when asked what he thought 
of him said: “He has every appearance of a 
well-nourished man, and no reguiar physician 
after seeing him would believe he has been with- 
out food for three days. I believe that without 
proper restraint and watching the man would 
die within four days unless he gave up ex- 
riment. Last Monday I saw an outsider paw- 
ng over him.

Henderson & Co. late yesterday afternoon, and 
inquired as to the correctness of the report. 
The firm denied that their men had indulged 
in the expensive luxury of a strike. 
“There may,” sald one of the members, 
“have been some difficulty in our shop 
to-day. You know that all large shops are liable 
to 23 trouble a few days after the 
Fourth.“ 

“Then I can say that you have had some 
trouble, as to the nature of which you know 
nothing? 

“ You may say that the firm have had no inti- 
mation of any difficulty. It is possible, how- 
ever, that one or two persons have quit work 
and thus bave oceasioned the report which is in 
circulation.” 

Owing to the fact that it was late in the after- 
noon, and the shoemakers in Messrs. C. M. Hen- 
derson & Uo.’s shops had gone for the day, the 
reporter was unable to see any of them.
